Consul Weddell reports, December 12, 16, and 23: 
During the three weeks ended December 18 there were reported 5 
new cases of smallpox and 13 deaths. The total number of cases 
reported from the beginning of the epidemic to December 18 is 234 
with 126 deaths. The total number of persons vaccinated during the 
same period is 31,183. 

During the three weeks ended December 18 there were collected 
and examined for plague infection 2,246 rats. No plague-infected 
rats were found.
